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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The remarks and amendment filed 5/17/2007 have been entered and fully 
considered. 

2. Claims 1-3, 6 and 11-13 are presented. 

3. Claim 13 is new. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C, 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-3, 6 and 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ushirogouchi et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,691,101 in view of Wolleb, 
U.S. Patent No. 6,087,492. 

Ushirogouchi teaches a photosensitive composition comprising a compound that 
generates acid when irradiated with light and an acid crosslinked resin (col. 2, lines 32- 
33)*. The composition may also comprise glycidyl-methacrylate (monomer) and an 
epoxy resin (see col. 6, lines 53 and 65-67). The composition may also comprise an 
epoxy resin that is modified to be alkali-soluble with acrylic acid or a carboxylic acid 
derivative (col. 7, lines 1-4). The reference also teaches that the photosensitive 
composition is coated onto a substrate (col. 3, lines 12-14). Ushirogouchi also teaches 
dyes and pigments in the photosensitive composition. Suitable pigments (colorants) 
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include phthalocyanines (col. 9, line 3). Ushirogouchi does not specifically teach 
phthalocyanine green colorant in the photosensitive composition. 

However, Wolleb teaches a recording layer comprising a substituted 
phthalocyanine. The recording layer is a photosensitive layer. The substituted 
phthalocyanines comprise divalent copper Cu(ll) as the divalent metal wherein the X 
substituent is hydrogen and Y is C1-C20 alkyl (n-octyl) (see col. 3, lines 1-43). Line 43 
specifically teaches substitution of the phthalocyanine by an n-octyl group as in instant 
claim 2. Wolleb teaches phthalocyanines produce excellent results in recording medium 
(col. 9, lines 1 1-12). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use 
the phthalocyanine of Wolleb in the photosensitive composition of Ushirogouchi to 
enhance light shielding properties of the photosensitive composition as taught by 
Ushirogouchi. 

6. Claims 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sasaki et al., U.S. Patent No. 4,789,620 in view of Wolleb, U.S. Patent No. 6,087,492. 

Sasaki teaches a photosensitive composition comprising an alkali-soluble 
monomer or oligomer (col. 5, lines 45-60). The composition also comprises a 
photoinitiator (see abstract). Sasaki also teaches an epoxy compound (col. 4, line 50). 
The reference also teaches that the composition comprises a vinyl monomer 
component (col. 7, lines 3-4). The composition also comprises a phthalocyanine green 
pigment (see examples in columns 12-16). Sasaki does not teach that the 
phthalocyanine green colorant has the structure as in the formula of instant claim 1. 
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However, Wolleb teaches a recording layer comprising a substituted 
phthalocyanine. The recording layer is a photosensitive layer. The substituted 
phthalocyanines comprise divalent copper Cu(ll) as the divalent metal wherein the X 
substituent is hydrogen and Y is C1-C20 alkyl (n-octyl) (see col. 3, lines 1-43). Line 43 
specifically teaches substitution of the phthalocyanine by an n-octyl group as in instant 
claim 2. Wolleb teaches phthalocyanines produce excellent results in recording medium 
(col. 9, lines 11-12). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use 
the phthalocyanine of Wolleb in the photosensitive composition of Sasaki because 
Wolleb teaches the phthalocyanine green colorants that are used in photosensitive 
layers. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 5/17/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

8. Applicant argues that the monomer groups in Ushirogouchi are comprised in 
acid-crosslinkable resins and are therefore not the polymerizable monomer as claimed. 

Applicant is directed to claim 1 of the instant invention, wherein the composition 
claim discloses that a photosensitive layer comprises a polymerizable monomer. The 
glycigyl methacrylate is a polymerizable monomer in the epoxy resin. Further, applicant 
is directed to page 8 of the specification, third paragraph wherein applicant discloses 
that the monomers of the photosensitive layer may be inclusive in a mixture with other 
components, specifically resin components. Ushirogouchi teaches this same feature.
